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The President: 



I asked the JCS to give me a letter saying that they were ready for this 
offensive at Khesanh. They have 40, 000 men to our 6, 700. We have 
40, 000 men within 40 miles and we do have air mobility. There are 1, 200 
B-52 sorties per month going into Vietnam. 


Max Frankel: What do you believe Ho is thinking? 

The President: I do not know. I felt by February 3 we could have expected 
the major offensive to begin. What Ho thinks I do not know. I believe he 
thought that the people would rally with them. They did not. There has 
been much sporadic activities. The ferocity was not anticipated. 


They did not get into the Chancery of the embassy. They sent 19 men 
Ail 19 were killed. 
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
